We have seen the copy of an order
from the President of Hayt, addressed
to the Provizional Secretary of the dis-
trictof Grand Ause, St. Domingo, which
directs that the Consignee, and Captain
of cvery vessel wishing to depart from
any of the ports of the Island, must de-
clare on cath that no Frenchman has di
rectly or indirectly any interest or con
cern whatever, in the vessel or cargo.—
{o case 1t appears that a falss oath has
wwzn muds, the vessel and cargy, are lia-

ble to confiscation.  All French persons,
as well as their property, are subject to
the provisions of this order.

These measurcs have beew adopted,
we presume, in consequence of the late
attack made on Samana by the French
vessels of war, as noticed some short
time ago.

—By an arrieal this morn-
g trom Port Rogers (lormerly called
Kev Wes') on the coast of Eas: Flonida,
we learn that on the 24th March, the

Spark.

We understand the island is seven
miles long by two broad, with some ¢x
cellent land and extensive salt ponds. ca-
pable of producing from thrée to four
mndred thousand bushels of salt per an

um, and el'gibly situated for supplying
vesscis on that coast with provisions. &..
an\rswﬁ\td remarkaDblv healthy. 1 he
harSor is said to equal any n the Gult
f Mexien bhoth for safety and d- p;h ol
water, and may become a rendezvous for
our navy empluyed 1n those seas.

The sctilement has been lately form
ed by a company of enterprising gentle
men from Mobile; whose calculations we
are 1wduced to believe, will not prove
vislonary.,

I'he following extracts of a letter to a
gentleman in this place furnish some par
ticulars of the ceremony of taking pos
sCsslon.

Purt Rogers, Thompson®s T=land,
March 27. 1822

“ We have been present at a grand
importaat ceremnny—thatof takiug pos
se<sion ol the 1sland 1 the name of the
Uwmited Siates. This siep was in conse
quence of a l=tter from Mr, S— | which
found its wav to heasd quarters and capt
Pcrry of the U. S. schooner Spark, who
received widers ro come here to eXTm ne
the harbor and island, speaks favorab .
of 1.

** We found here on our arrival the
Usited States schooner Spark command
ded by capt. Perry, on beard o! which
Mr. Warner, the American ageat ar
Havana came passenger.  Fhis vessel
was sent in consequence of the repre-
sentations made to government to ex
amine the situation and make a report to
the navy board, which I am happy to
find will coincide with our wishes. Capt.
Perry, all his officers, and Mr. Warner,
are very much pleased wicth the place,
and it depends on him to see whether
U. S. vesscis shi 'l rendizvous here or
not, he is decidedly in favoar of domng
so. Pursuant to his oerders they landed
on the 25th, and planted in a conspicu-
ous place the American flag under a sa-
lute from the schr. Spaik, proclaiming
his government’s sovercigoty over this
and the neighboring islands, naming this
Thompson’s Island, and the contiguous
port, Port Rogers—the first in honor of
the Secretary of the N.vy—the sccond
of the Presidens of the Navy Board.
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“TAKE PHYSIC.”
A second report fiom the select com-
mittee, on the suject of retrenchment in
the house of repre<entatives,recommends
to congress to shew the praise worthy
example of first reduciug the pay of their
own members to the old standard of six
dollars per diem, and the old allowance
for m leage, &c.

T'his recommendation, we think,
entitles the committee to credir — hey
propose to begin the work ot economy
in the right place.—First try the princi-
ple in congress, and 1t the members con-
sent to reduce their cwn pay, then with
a clear conscience they can prescribe the
same regimen for the other departments
of the government —But if the schem#
of retrenchment fail here, in the name of
heaveo let them  forbear—Iler them tos
consistency's suke, keep their hands off
the exccutive ofhiccrs, and insritutions of
the country. It they caono: dispense
with sugar plums themselves, let them
not take aw.y bread from others.— T'his
report, as we understand it, forms part
of a plan of general economy n our civ-
1l exvenditures bottomed upon the rates
of Mr. Jeflerson’s ume. We hope the
committec may be enabled to carry 1t
through. If they succred mn their patn
ouc endeavors, they may justly lay claim
to +he thanks of the people. Th: situa
tinn of the country demands retrench-
ment.  Ititis nght to raise salaries n
pro-perous times when Liviog s high it
ts surely no less so to  reduce them 1o
ptricds ot d f ulty when hiving 1s cheap.
The adminiswanon of Mr. J flerson s
happily selected as an example. No
m:n will pretend that our off-irs were
not as well managed in his time, as they
have been since, and for abouar half the
money.—S x dollars per diem produced
as many shin ng characters 10 congress,
as cight dollars per diem has ever dove.
I'be comparative price of living too, if
it be a matter ar all worthy ot cors der-
ation, is rather in tavor ot the present
tume.  In shorg if we take this step, an
other good «ff et which will result from
